No more important measure will come before the Legislature 
this year than the County Unit Bill The people of the state have 
demanded it in no uucertain terms, and to it both patties are pledged, 
the Kepublicau party in particular. Yet every effort is being matte 
to defeat that bill, and it will only be by the utmost exertion and 
thru the supfKirt of the good people everywhere, that the Senators 
and Legislators who are for the bill will succeed in passing it. 

A favorite way of killing bills against which legislators will not 
dare to vote ofienly, is to give that bill into the hands of a Committee 
which will not report it back to the legislative body for action. No 
bill not reported back can ever be voted on. Such a committee has 
been framed up in the Kentucky senste- it is the Committee on 
Religion and Public Morals. So, when the County I'nit Bill was 
given into the hands of that Committee last week, it was sent to its 
death, and every senator who voted on the question cf referring the 
bill to that committee knew it. We print a list of the senators, 
showing how they voted on that bill, so that our readers can know 
whether the man they sent to the senate is keeping his promise to 
them.

PRICES GOING UP 

Altho prices of food have been steadily going up for the laat 
fourteeu years, the attention of the public has at last been thoroly 
railed to the fuels for the first time, and the whole country is ablaze 
with excitement over the matter. All kinds of movements are 
being started to cause reductions in coat, and tolitira) leaders are 
reckoning with fear of the effect w hich Ifte agitation will have on the 
November election. 

To get at the beginniug of the trouble, we must go back four- 
teeu years lu that time prices of a few staples have increased as 
follows: Wheat 1(H) per cent, corn, 106 per cent, flour. tW per cent* 
eggs, 204 per cent, butter, l.'illper cent, potatoes, 100 per ceut, and 
so on. Every one who buys these Ihiugs hits to pay the increased 
con!-- but every one ileuies that they are making any more profit on 
the sale of them. The question which in agitating the world, ia 
'Where does the money go?" 

So far there has been no answer to the question. Some claim 
it is the trust, and there is a suspicion that they are tusking a good 
thing out of it. Some claim it is the tariff, but* prices are going up 
just I lie same in England, where ihere is no tariff. Some claim it is 
that men are getting higher wages, but tables seem to show that 
wages do not go up as f<*.st as prices. Some claim that it is liecause 
we are using more luxuries than before aud are living better, but 
the prices on the commouest necessaries of life are going up just the 
same. "Who gets the money, and why." 

The government is taking a little haud iu the matter, aud will 
try to break up the beef trust, io see if that will help prices. But 
if they do, while it will help city people, it will hurt farmers some- 
what. Also they may not succeed. A more effective way is being 
tried in the cities, where hundreds of thou*au<1s of families ate sign- 
ing pledges to eat no meat for a month or two. in the hope that it will 
force the trust to bring the prices down. It has already had that ef- 
fect. l>ut there seems to be good reason to believe that the result 
next ) ear will be that fanners will raise less slock, and that the price 
will go up again And sit there you are. 

The political effect it likely to lie very important. Since the 
last increase has followed the tariff revisiou socloselv. a great many 
people will think that the trouble is with the tariff. There seems UO 
good reason to believ e this, because prices are acting the same way 
in England, where there is no tariff at all. and in France, where 
the tariff hss not been changed for yearn. But Kepublicau leaders 
are seeing w ith alarm that our party may have to carry the burden 
of the higher prices in the uext campaign. It is to be hoped that 
some one will find out where the trouble really is liefore that time. 

Meanwhile, the editor might call attention to the fact, that as 
we are selling The Citizen for a dollar, as before, w hile all our sub- 
«eril»ers are getting increased prices for the products we have to 
buy to live on, we need their dollars pretty badly.

The hearts are cut about Ave Inches 
at their broadest part and are covered 
inside and out with a plain color of 
silk or satin. The edge of each heart, 
outside, 1* covered with a narrow dou- 
ble quilling of the same color. 

The bag part is made from two 
strips of flowered ribbon, Joined by a 
plain colored ribbon to match the 
heart. This band la flrst made by 
Joining the edge* with fine overcast- 
ing. It is then sewed to the hearts 
to make a full puffed bag. The bag 
does not reach all the way round the 
heart, but a wide opening Is left at 
the top and the bag drawn close with 
narrow ribbons, run through small 
rings to work like pulleys. 

At one corner of the outer heart up 
near the top 1* placed a rosette of 
ribbon to match the hanger*, which 
are Bewed to the corners of the heart 
at each side. 

These hags are prettiest In laven- 
der, blue or pink, hearts and plain 
stripes und hanger* with flowered rib 
bon In the puff to harmonize with 
plain tonea. For more serviceable ef- 
fects the heart* can be of brown or 
green velvet with corn-colored nnd 
brown bags, or green and an ivy leaf 
silk on a dull rose ground.

The I'nderlying Principle — Vs. 17-20

the law, or the prophets," their moral 
teaching*, their promise*, all they 
stood for In the nation, for these were 
God's teachings through them. All 
the glory and the hopes of the nation 
' and of the world were built on the law 
I and the prophets. The Pharisees had 
I already accused Jesus of abrogating 
the law of Moses (Mark 2:24: John 
6:16, 18). Jesus denies the accusa- 
tion in the strongest language. 

"Abrogate the law of Moses? Never! 
Ton Pharisees have abrogated It by 
your false Interpretations and misap- 
plications. I have come to fulfill It. 

18. "For verily I say unto you, till 
heaven and earth pass away, one Jot 
or one tittle shall In no wise pas* away 
from the law, till all things be accom- 
plished." Hecause the moral law Is as 
eternal as natural law. "There Is no 
repealing clause In the New Testa- 
ment that sets aside the Old Testa- 
ment." 

The 8lxth Commandment. Thou 
Shalt Not Kill— Vs 21-26. "Ye have 
heard'' In the synagogue.-* and from 
the teaching of the scribes Said by, 
better "to."

Rob- 
bery Is supposed to have been the mo- 
tive, as a ridge on the body would In 
dlcate she wore a money belt, and 
that In getting It off the murderer dls 
emboweled the victim. 

Mrs. Mcintosh lost part of her for- 
tune through a dishonest agent years 
ago, since which tluie she has been 
most eccentric and lived aa a recluse 

Clinton St. Clair and wife were later 
arrested as suspects and under police 
pressure St. Clair confessed he killed 
Mrs. Mcintosh. 

Chicago. — A murder rivaling the 
atrocious Whltechapel outrages com 
mltted In Uindon a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago, was revealed Thursday with 
the finding of the headless body of 
Mrs. Jennie Cloghorn, 4S year* old. a 
woman of former wealth, in a cheaply 
furnished room at 54 West Seven 
teenth street.

Constant Spread a* Narcotic Among 
Indian* Causes Alarm and 8ome 
Remedy I* Being Sought. 

The constant spread of the nse of 
the mescal as a narcotic among the 
Indians grows alarming and must soon 
demand widespread attention with a 
view to discovering some remedy for 
this pernicious habit and some chec* 
lo its growth, says the Southern 
Workman. 

Mescal Is the product of a certain 
cactus which has long been used In 
various waya under the name of pel- 
lote. The form In which It Ib used 
by tho Indians Is the mescal btrtton — 
a kind of bean, very hitter to the taste, 
which la sometimes chewed and some- 
times brewed In a kind of tea. When 
taken In either way It produces mild 
snd delightful hallucinations of such 
a positive character as to place this 
plant in the same rank with haseesh, 
opium or any other of the famous 
drugs which have produced for men 
the Joys of an artificial paradise. 

The Kiowa Indians of the Rio 
Grande are said to have used tho mes- 
cal button from time Immemorial for 
the purpose of producing a beatific 
state of mind ln connection with cer- 
tain of their religious ceremonies. 
Gradually the practice has spread 
northward from tribe to tribe. The 
Poncas ami some of their neighbors 
In the Imllan Territory and Oklahoma 
took it up and soon counted many wor- 
shippers of this strange god. Thence 
It extended to the Omahaa and Win 
nebagoes. among whom It Is at pres- 
ent constantly gaining new adherents; 
and now the practice Is acquiring a 
foothold among the Sioux. The tribes 
which have longest used It bave In the 
ardor of their devotion sent mission- 
aries to Introduce their wonderful new 
medicine among other tribes, and 
wherever it becomes known its allure- 
ments prove Irresistible. Clubs are 
formed for social Indulgence In this 
narcotic and for mutual participation 
ln the rites and ceremonials which al- 
ways accompany ita indulgence for the 
purpose of giving to it a religious 
character. In some cases the stu- 
dents returned from eastern and other 
boarding schools bave become mem- 
bers of these clubs. 

The meetings usually are held In the 
afternoon. After the myatertoua cere- 
monies In acknowledgment of the se- 
cret power of the strange divinity 
have taken place the buttona are 
passed around for chewing, four or 
five to each member, and tbe tea Is 
brewed and drunk. Only the novice 
experiencea any nauaea or unpleasant 
sensation, and this soon passes off. 
There ensues only a blissful feeling of 
lassitude, accompanied by a delicious 
sense of happiness and peace. All 
thoughts of care or trouble or enmity 
roll away and the devotee la possessed 
by the feeling that all men are broth- 
ers and all tbe world Is good. Mean- 
while his sense of vision is powerful- 
ly affected, so that he sees changing 
and beautiful harmonies of color in 
everything upon which bis eyes rest. 
This lasts throughout the night and 
until sleep comes next day. when the 
effects pass off and he gets up and 
goes away without any feeling of de- 
pression or other unpleasant results. 
And throughout this saturnalia of tho 
senses and orgy of vision the mind it- 
self remains clear nnd the devotee la 
a self-possessed spectator of all hU 
hallucinations. One other effect of this 
remarkable drug must be noted in 
this brief summary. Tho mescal takes 
away all desire for alcoholic drink. 

It Is no wonder that the mescal hab- 
it appeals strongly to the simple mind 
of the Indian. No doubt, In many 
cases the effe'et which appeals to him 
tbe most powerfully is the one last 
named. He loses the desire for whis- 
ky, which he knows has been his un- 
doing. Whether the meuns justify the 
end is a question he Is little likely to 
ask. Just what steps may best be un- 
dertaken to counteract this pernicious 
habit are not at once apparent, but the 
practice Is assuming such proportions 
as to require some action. However, 
slight may be the physical effects of 
the habit — and they do not appear 
from brief observation to be either 
rapid or serious — the moral effects are 
obvious, for these must be the some 
as those which follow from any form 
of the drug habit, and from these, at 
least. It is tho religious duty of th* 
trends of the Indian to try to save 
him.

Frankfort, Ky.-(8peclal.)-After a 
four days' hard struggle the oppo 
rents of the county unit local option 
bill won their fight to have th it meas 
ure referred to the committee on re- 
ligion and morals on Thursday after- 
noon. The fight cair.e up In this way 
The rules of the senate provide that 
when a bill has been printed and Is 
read a second time by Its title. It 
shall be referred to an appropriate 
committee by the president of the 
senate, unless the committee to which 
be refers It shall be changed by a 
majority of the senate. It Is under- 
stood that lieutenant Governor Coi. 
who Is president of the senate, is 
favorable to tftt bill and woull have 
referred It to som« committee that 
was somswhat favorable to the bill 
''■fortunately for the bill. Governor 
Wlllson had to go to Washington 
which made President Cox ths actlnx 
governor, and made President Pro 
Tsm Linn, the acting president of the 
swnate till Governor Wlllson returned. 
It Is understood that Linn Is opposed 
to the county unit bill and if left to 
him !;<• would refer It to tbs rnmmll 
tee on religion and morals, which as 
at present constituted Is opposed to 
lb* bill and will report It unfavorably 
The rules further provide that when 
a bill Is reported unfavorably II takes 
a two thirds vote of the senate to ad- 
vance It to Its third reading For that 
reason the friends of the bill were

The following are the titles to tome 
of tho more Important bills that have 
been Introduced during the past 
week : 

Act providing that contributory 
negligence shall not be a bar to re- 
covery of damages, but may s«rv* to 
reduce the amount of damage award- 
ed for death or Injury. 

Act providing for appointment of 
four Stat* Bank Examiners by the 
secretary of state, at $3,000 a year 
■alary each, two of them to be Dem- 
ocrats and two Republicans, tbe ssl- 
sri.-s to be paid out of the fees charg- 
ed the banks for the examination*. 

Art providing for an appropriation 
of $120,000 for erection of buildings 
for • tuberculosis sanatorium and 
$60,000 annually thereafter to main 
tain It. 

Art fixing the punishment for bur- 
glary at life Imprisonment or the In- 
fliction of th* death penalty. In thu 
discretion of the Jury. 

Art declaring all telegraph, tele- 
phone, express and pipe line com- 
panies to be common carriers and 
placing them under the supervision of 
the state railroad commission. 

Act granting pensions to Confeder- 
ate soldiers. 

Act providing that the stst* treas- 
urer be authorized to pay Interest on 
■tat* warrant* 

Art to prohibit the sale of Intoxicat- 
ing liquor on legal holidays as It Is 
now prohibited on Sunday. 

Act appropriating $60,000 for new 
bulldlngr at state university. $46,000 
for same purpose at *arb of the two 
•tate normal schools and $25 000 ad- 
ditional snnuslly to state un verstir 
for running exi>enses and $10 000 an- 
nually to Eastern Normal school for 
nses.

Just what the next move of the 
friends of local option will be I* not 
known, but It Is believed they have 
a card up their sleeves that will be 
played sometime this week, but they 
are keeping \ery quiet about their 
plans Somebody started the rumor 
that polities on the county unit bill 
had played a part In haUng Governor 
Cox go to Cincinnati last Wednesday, 
thus taking Conn Unn out of th* 
chair for that day. but It Is stated 
here on undoubted authority that It 
had nothing whatever to do with 
Coxs trip to Ohk.

The present legislature Is expected 
' to take some action relative to .11- 
• posing of the old, s'-ite house and the 
square of ground .pon which the 
buildings stand, but no one seems to 
know exactly what will become of 
the historic old structure. Tne first 
suggestion made two years ago was 
I to devote the building to a stite his- 
torical museum and place It In charge 
of the State Historical society, and 
It met with much popular favor at 
' that time, as the great majority of 
' the people want the old buildiug pre- 
| served because so many hallowed 
memories of Kentucky'* gre-it men 
since 1829 are associated with It. 
Recently a plan has been put on foot 
i to convert it into a state normal and 
law school and a hill has been Intro- 
duced In the house looking to that 
•nd. Senator Hurnatn of Madison has 
introduced a bill authorizing tho sale 
of the buildings and grounds to the 
highest bidder provided as much as 
$76,000 can be realized from the sale, 
but this bill has met with a storm of 
protests from all those who want the 
old building preserved intact. 

There are three buildings on the 
grounds, the statehouse proper, the 
executive building and the red brick 
building as the smallest building Is 
called. The state house proper Is a 
classic old structure, with big stono 
solum: h in front and a wonderful self- 
supporting spiral stone stairway. It 
was erected between 1829 and 1882. 



One of the most unique bills that 
has ever been presentrd I* one to 
prohibit the habit of "treating." It 
provide* that. If any one shall give 
or pay for a drink of Intoxicating 
liquor for another he shall b* fined 
from $10 to $25. and also provides 
a fine for the keeper or seller of the 
liquor so sold or used In "treating" 
It Is contended, and properly, too. 
thst the habit of 'treating" causes 
mor* unnecessary drinking than any 
other one thing, and If It could bs 
•topped that more than half of the 
evil* of tfrlnklng would soon dlsap 
It seems very doubtful, how- 
ever, about the enforcement bf such 
a law. for It could be so easllv *vsd 
•d. If the law should be passed, and 
one man desired to "treat" anothsr. 
h* could give him the price of th* 
drink and they could walk lato th* 
•aloon togvther snd each pay for his 
drink, without any one being the 
wiser as to wber* th* money cam* 
from.

A strong effort Is b*lng mad* at 
this session of the legislature to en- 
act • law that will give women th* 
right to vot* In *chool elections and 
the chances now appear to favor the 
passage of such a bill. 

It Is pointed out thst Kentucky 
stands nearly st tbe bottom of th* 
states as far ss the education of Its 
people Is concerned, the per cent of 
Illiteracy being so great a* to really 
be shameful. Mrs Desha Breckin- 
ridge of Lexington Is greatly Inter 
ested In the bill, and at a public 
meeting In Frankfort last week, at 
whl. h a number of legislators were 
present, made a most admirable ad- 
dress on the subject. She said that 
nearly till the progressive states now 
■How the women to vote In school 
elections, and predicted that If wom- 
en were Kiv.-n the right to vot* In 
Kentucky they would go to wo'k and 
reduce th* per cent of Illiteracy to a 
minimum In a few years. The wom- 
en's clubs all over Kentucky are tak- 
ing an artlvs Interest In urging the 
passage of the law and a number of 
leading legislators are already pledg 
' ed to vote for It. 8enaU>r Claude 
Thomas of Bourbon has Introduced 
the bill In the senate and sill use 
every effort to have It become a law.

Kentucky had a Democrat for gov 
ernor for about five hours last Wed- 
nesday and both branches of th* 

I Democratic legislature took a reces* 
of fifteen minutes to go down to the 

■ executive office to congratul.it* the 
acting governor. Th* law provide* 
that when both the gov.-rnor and th* 
lieutenant governor are out of th* 

1 state, the president pro tern of th* 
senate shall become the acting gover- 
nor. Governor Wlllson was In Wash- 
ington and Lieutenant Governor Cox 
was compelled to be In Cincinnati for 
t few hourt on important business on 
Wednesday, so President Pro Tern 
Conn Linn of Calloway county be- 
came the acting governor. 

While he was In th* executlv* chair 
a movement was started to have him 
pardon Henry Youtsey, the only one 
of the men Indicted for the murder 
of Governor Goebel who Is serving a 
term In prison. A resolution was pre- 
pared to b* Introduced In the house 
and senate, asking the sctlng gover- 
nor to pardon Youtsey, but som* of 
the friend* of Linn urged that It 
would put him In an embarrassing 
position to ask him to do something 
that the Kepubllcan governor had not 
been asked to do, so th* resolution 
was never offered and Youtsey to sUll 
m tb*
